With the exception 
of the raiain- 


growers, who appear to bo enjoying a 
continued heavy demand for their pro- 
duct, all there gentlemen reported an 
increasing 
difficulty 
in 
turning thi« 


year's erop into money, They all feel 
thnt the fruit-grower* are entitled to a 
frank 
statement 
of 
the 
conditions 


which have brought about this situa- 
tion. Taken collectively, their remark* 
brought out tho following facts: With- 
in the last two months the market, for 
most food products hns changed from 
a uellerR 1 to ft buyers' market. With 
falling priers jobbers nnd wholesalers 
are riot stocking up an usnnl, but are 
limiting their purchases to small orders 
which arc nctnally needed ta fill the 
orders of retailers already listed on 
their books. Tho retailers, also fearing 
to be caught in the general pricu de- 
cline, nre 
pursuing a 
hand-to-mouth 


policy, and nre not buying anything 
much but whht in actually demanded by 
their customers. Those engaged in can- 
nine; nnd preserving fruits find great 
difficulty 
in 
negotiating 
loans 
from 


b u n k s when part of their listed assets 
consist of unsold carry-over from last 
yenr. Jobbers find difficulty in borrow-

throughout the. country. Fn other words, 
the middleman, who is very enger to 
"serve society" on a rising market 
w i t h its money-making incentive, sim- 
ply shrugs his shoulders and declines to 
function on a fulling market, thus leav- 
ing the producer nnd consumer separat- 
ed by a grent gulf. 
COOI'KKATION H A V I N G OKOWEKS. 


It hits been suggested thnt, the fruit- 


growers go straight to the consumer by 
establishing retail fruits tores through- 
out the country, after tho manner of 
Ihe Standard and other oil companies. 
A moment's thought, however, should 
convince nnyone that this is out, of the 
question, on account of the. stupendous 
amount of capital and orgnnixation ex- 
perience needed, and which thfl fruit- 
growers lack. It in indeed unfortunate 
thnt growers who produced this year's 
crop at a very high material and labor 
cost should, in addition, be called upon 
to accept less money nnd wait n long 
time for it. They need and must have 
assist unco from the banks in order to 
get through the. winter. At, such n time 
as this the groat value of cooperative 
growefl<J! organizations is impressive. 
If it wcrft not for these organizations 
the growerw would likely fall into an 
undignified, panicky scra/nble, with ex- 
cessive losses as a result. 
; 


In this connection it was pointed put 


by State Marketing Director Daniels 
ithat the enemies of cooperative ruifirket- 
ing ure seeking in every way ,tQ,,fieiae 
tins opportunity txi beat dcrwn • aild 'tie- 
stroy the cooperative selling' agbncibs 
no painstakingly built up by^ thb"'grow- 
ers. Ir is imperative that growers'Htand 
together with loyalty and determina- 
tion tiuriug this trying time of price 
readjustment.

Ing up of the Ruanda country 'w.puld 
have been a disaster for the WatussI 
who Inhabit It.

viewpoint, these natives are to be con- 
ciliated rather than antnKonlzed. They 
are, In fact, one of the superior races 
of Africa, held to be related to the 
Egyptians, Assyrians, or some other 
ancient African people, nirn should be 
benefited rather than Injured by the 
coming of the Iron horse and the 
opening up of their country under 
British 
auspices.—Christian

THE HIGH-PRICE HABIT. 


Tho prices now charged by many of 


the dealers in foods an- outrageous, 
and the fact that this is possible is 
only explained in the theory that the 
people havo the habit of paying high 
prices for what they eat, and do it 
without giving a thought to the mat- 
tor. 


Tins following incident is fln evidence, 


oft how firmly this habit of paying 
high prices is fixed. Last week,-because 
of a very largo catch of salmon, the 
state market- director was enabled to 
fix the rotail price ,of salmon sliced at 
20 cunta per pound. 
This price was 


published, not only in the commercial 
.pages of tho newspapers, but display 
advertisements were placed in all of 
tho newspapers around tho bay, stating 
that tho price for salmon sliced in the 
markets of San Francisco, Oakland, 
Alam'odii and Berkeley was 20 cents 
per pound, and urging tho consumers 
to pay no more. In spite of this our 
inHpoetors reported nine dnnlortt soiling 
this fish for more than tho price fixed, 
by the state market director. 
In fact, 


the ,pricOa rangitu la theso CUNUS at 30c, 
35c and as high as 40c per wound, and 
tho customers apparently paid this in- 
creased price without a complaint. 


The state market director has power 


to, and does, punish tho fish dealers 
caught overcharging, but tho dealer ia 
other food supplies has only his con- 
science to restrain him, and that ia not 
always in good working' order.—Rural 
Press.
